Five Times Identified. 

Five times identified, five times repu- 
diated and still wpon the cooling boards 
unknown, is the woman who was found 
dead Monday afternoon. 

As stated in The Constitution Tuesday 
morning. the woman was found in room 
@!| at the Maine Monday afternoon be- 
tween 4 and 5 o'clock in an unconscious 
condition by the chambermaid, who at 
wonee reported the matter to the hotel 
office. Manager Fleisch, of the _ hotel, 
accompanied the chambermajid to the 
room, and seeing the woman upon the 
bed with half-closed eyes and half-opened 
mouth ,approached the bedside, laying his 
hand upon her head, at the same time 
asking the woman if she were ill. There 
was no response to his query, but to the 
touch there was that cold, clammy feeling 
which death gives to one in whom there 
is still a flicker of life. Raising his hand 
from the woman's head Manager Fleisch 
eought her pulse, and finding none, hur- 
ried to the office and called for the 
tirady hospital. 

The story of the suicide attracted a 
large gathering of the curious during the 
morning hours. The woman resting on 
the cooling boards showed a head well 
covered with a thick coat of black hair, 
while her face, though not common, Was 
not wholly unlike many faces encoun- 
tered on the streets during a day's walk. 
There was a high, well rounded forehead, 
@ nose of the aquiline shape, but rather 
round. not pointed, at the end. There was 
a chin protruding and pronounced with 
the slightest indication of a dimple at 
the end, while the cheek bones were 
prominent enough to indicate a strong 
will, a@ decided determination. On the 
side of her neck was a4 scar, while her 
lips were well marked by sores freshly 
made, just such sores as carbolic acta 
would make, except that they were dark, 
instead of being white, as carbolie acid 
«urns the fesh it touches. 


Many Identifications, 


Among the first who came to gaze 
upon the fare of the dead woman for the 
purpose of identifying her was a police 
eficer. He glanced at the dead woman a 
minute, and then turning away, re- 


marked:

It was an accepted fact—that identifi 


cation—and as Nora Williams, the dead 
woman, would have gone to the jury of 
fnqust but for the fact that within a 
short time the coroner was notified that 
Nora Williams was alive, and an in- 
vestigation demonstrated that his infor 
mation was correct. A short time after- 
ward another visitor declared the dead 
woman to be Nora Williams’ sister, but 
that declaration was almost as quickly 
set aside.

The jury of inquest went to 
work with the identity of the subject still 
unsettled, and while the investigation was 
in progress an observer of the body was 
certain beyond all doubt that the woman 
was Georgia Schafer, the divorced wife 
of Jehn Schafer, a painter of Atlanta. 
Schafer was sent for, but before he ar-

The coincidence wheretn a man

AND COTTON TAKES RISE

Great Bull Leader Hopes to 
Again Put fear Forces 
ty 


FORMER COTTON KING 


HAS EXTENSIVE BACKING 


Reentry of Sully Into Market Was 
Followed by Risé of Twenty-five 
Points in Future Quota- 
tions for Staple 
Yesterday. 


New York, March 14.—(Special.)—The 
reentry of Dan Sully into the cotton 
market yesterday was signalized by a 
rise of from only 8 to 10 points, but to- 
day all future quotations showed in- 
creases Of from 20 to 25 points, and 
the great bull leader seems to be about 
to start another great campaign. 

Having been discharged from bankrupt- 
cy, Sully is now free from all encum- 
brances and is said to have extensive 
plans for recouping his losses. Whether 
or not he will be able to rout the bears, 
is the question which is now agitating 
all cotton men, 

Sully is said to have unlimited back- 
ing. He is quoted ag saying that the 
south raised not a bale too much last 
year and that the worlg needs this cot- 
ton and must have it. He believes in an 
increase of prices, and points to the ef- 
forts of prominent bears to cover their 
shortages as evidence that they share 
his belief that the south is not really 
long on cotton, 

Hoadley Backing Sully. 

The announcement is made today that 
J. H. Hoadley and associates are bull 
operators in the cotton market backing 
the views of Sully as to intrinsic 
strength of the situation with tneir cap)- 
tal and have arranged to reestablish 
Sully as an active factor in the cotton 
world. 

In December, 1902, when Sully was 
being crowded, Hoadley backed him for 
$1,000,000 ang turned the market, and 
would have done 80 to any extent need- 
ed when Sullv failed if he had not peen 
in Florida and too ill to attend to busi- 
ness 

Hoadley is a firm believer in the fact 
that cotton has been selling too low 
and now that Sully has been freed from 
tankruptcy, he has determined to give 
Sully the chance to reestablish himself. 

A representative firm here aiso gtving 
simultaneously strong support is the 
New York and New Orleans cotton firm 
of Atwoog Violet & Co. They have 
been consistent bulls On cotton during 
the past 90 days or more, notwithstand- 
ing the 13,000,000 bales estimated to 
have been produced this season and, 
therefore, are prominently identified with 
this movement. 

Hoadley is the recent purchaser of the 
Alabama Consolidated Coal ang =rron 
Company, and is the leading spirit in 
the proposeq consolidation of the coal 
end iron companies of Alabama. While 
the consolidation has been temporartly 
delayed in some places by the necessity 
of waiting until the annual meeting of

The Evening Sun, reviewing the cot- 
ton situation, bt not knowing that Hoad- 
ley had determined to back Sully, says: 

‘There was nothing new In the situa- 
tion to account for the sudden activity in 
the market, but when the situation is ripe 
for a price movement, it requirés very 
ttle to start things. The market this 


morning was broad and active. The 
feature was the increase in outside busi- 
ness and the sudden interest being mani- 
fested -by the public in the cotton ques- 
tion. For months prices have been de- 
clining under the influence of powerful 
bear operations until all speculation has 
been driven out of the ma:ket. But now 
the holding on the part of the south has 
restored the situation to a more norma) 
basis, and the short cotton ts facing an 
advancing market on an increasing spec- 
tlation, with New York prices still way 
below a normal level, as compared with 
the south. 

“The short interest in July cotton in 
New York is of enormous proportions. 
Bears have committed the usual indis- 
cretion of overstaying the market. 
Smaller bears have gradually covered 
and have either turneg buyers or do not 
sell. But the three or four larger in- 
terests still adhere to the bear position, 
and the results of overstaying a market 
are wel] known to speculators. They 
are bearing the tail end of a big crop, 
which is one of the first negative rules 
of commodity speculation. But there has 
been nothing in the way of general specu- 
lation to take the .market out of the 
hands of the bear element thus far this 
season. 

“With the rumcrs regarding the plant- 
ing of the new crop, attention has been 
attracted to cotton and the market has 
been growing more active. With prices 
low and the south holding, there !s the 
basis for an active speculation, ag the 
short interest in futures is large and a 
covering movement can be expected now 
at any moment. Shorts began to grow 
nervous at midday when May ran up 
tc 7.80 cents, the highest price since the 
break starteq in December. During the 
decline May sold at 6.64 cents. and has 
advanced ! 1-16 points in the face of 
bear literature that has kept a large 
cffice force at. work most of the time. 

‘The recovery has been due to the 
attitude of southern holders ard to the 
enormous consumption of cottor, stimu- 
lated by tne low prices.’’

demoralized army to Tie pass, 
Field Marshal Oyama has afforded 
General Kuropatkin time to sort out 
the disorganized units of his com- 
mand and restore his forces to at 
least a semblance of order. 

Sof ar as known there is no con- 
siderable force of Japanese nearer 
Tie pass than 6 or 8 miles, but in 
Russian quarters there is a feeling 
of apprehension that some turning 
movement of which there is no defi- 
nite information is in progress. 
From Japanese sources it is reported 
that many straggling parties of Rus- 


Sians cut off from their commands _ 


in the retreat from Mukden, are sur- 


rendering upon the appearance of 
Japanese troops. 


The council of war summoned by 
Emperor Nicholas is reported to have 
decided yesterday that the wag must 
be carried forward. The all important 
question of financia! means, however, 
is said to have reached no solution, 
the situation being complicated by 
the reported decision of French capi- 
talists not to negotiate the loan re- 
cently offered by St. Petersburg, 

The probability as regarded in St. 
Petersburg seems to be that when 
General Kuropatkin has completed 
the task of reorganizing what is 
left of his army he will be permitted 
to return to Russia and that the com- 
mand in Manchuria will be entrusted 
to General Sukhomlimoff, whose war 
apprenticeship was served under 
General Dragomiroff, who has been 
regarded the foremost of Russia’s 
scintific soldiers. 


It is possible, however, that the 
command will go to Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaievitch. 


Tie Pass, March 14.—As after the battle 
of Liao Yang, the advance of the Japan. 
tse army against the new positions of the 
Kussiang at Tie pass is very slow. The 
leading columns are eight or ten miles 
southward and in touch with the Russian 
van posts, but the operations at present 
are not serious. Field Marshal Oyama 
shows slight intentions Of pressing his 
advantage in an immediate attack on Tle 
pass. It is posstble, however, that a wide 
turning movement, of which reports are 
current, is in progress. In such opera- 
tions, the Japanese have the immense 
advantage of several bases and lines of 
supply to which ig now added the Sinmin- 
tin road, while the Russian army neces- 
sarily 1s dependent on one base and one 
line of communication, and therefore 
may easily be outflanked. 

Order Out of Chaos, 

In the grand army, order is being 
brought out of chaos with remarkable 
celerity. The plain in front of Tie pass, 
which, on March !1, seethed like a nest 
of ants with the defense and confused 
mass of transport artillery and troops, 
divisions and regiments being scattered 
and parties inextricably mingled, hag 
been cleared, the regiments reorganized, 
stragglers sent to their respective com- 
mands, organizationg taking their assign- 
ed positiong and today the same soldiers, 
who, on March 10, became a terror 
stricken, surging, disorganzed mass of 
gray at a few shots from a little detach- 
ment of Japanese, or who even fled in 
panic, firing indiscriminately in all di- 
rections as they ran at the mere baseleas 
cry of “Japanese cavalry,” are now gath- 
ered singing about the camp fires, with 
new courage, ready to oppose with stub. 
born resistance an attack on Tile pass. 

It is unfair to accuse the entire army 
of this panic. Genera: cLinevitch entered 
Tie pass with his regiments in perfeet 
order, with music playing and men sing- 
ing and scarcely a straggler was lost in 
the long, difficult march. Other organte 
zations made equally praiseworthy re- 
treats, and especially the rear guards of 
all the armies, who performed their &¢. 
ficult task steadfly and resolutely.

BACK AT ONCE 


General Ainsworth Will Act 
Promptly ih Returning 
Banners, 


Washington, March !4.—General Ains- 
worth, the military secretary, has been 
charged by the secretary of war with 
the execution of the joint resolution 
adopted at the last session of congress 
authorizing the secretary of war to re- 
turn the civil war battle flags. 

It is expected that General Ainsworth 
will act in this matter in a few days. 
He will send a circular letter to the 
governors of al] the states known to be 
interested in the flags now in the cus- 
tody of the war department informing 
them of the act of congress and asking 
their wishes with respect to the disposi- 
tion of the flags born by regiments of 
their respective states during the civil 
war. 

There are about 544 of these flags and 
standards, about 100 being union ban- 
ners which fell into the hands of the 
confederates during the war and were 
surrendered to the federal government at 
the close of the war. 

All of these old flags are now stored in 
.ne flag room of the war department 
and are said to be in a good state of 
preservation. They will be oarefully 
sorted out and returned to the various 
states as soon as certain necessary pre- 
liminaries have been complieg with. 

Owing to the thorough syalag of keep- 
ing the records of the civil war observed 
by the war department, including the 
records of captured flags, guns, etc., 
there will be no difficulty in establish- 
ing the history and ownership of the 
old battle flags.

FRIENDS OF VIADUCT 
PRESS. SATISFACTION 


Attorney Spalding Promises That the 
Present Status of Things Will 
Not Be Changed for the 
Present—Case May Go 
Higher, 


The suit of F. M. Coker, Jr., and Dr. 
W. S. Kendrick against the city of At- 
lanfe and the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, in which the shifting of Waver- 
‘ly place was involved, was yesterday de- 
cided in favor of the defenfants by Judge 
Laumpkin, who denied the petition for in- 


junction. 

Ever since this suit was filed it has 
been watched with considerable public 
interest, coming as it did just on the heels 
of the successful termination of the 
negotiations between the city and the 
Louisville and Nashvilfe railroad. The 
sult was argued some weeks ago, and 
since then Judge Lumpkin’s decision has 
been eagerly awaited. 

Now that the suit has been decided in 
favor of the city, the friends of the 
viaduct express their satisfaction,. as it 
places the changing of Waverly place 
and the erection of the Washington street: 
viaduct that much nearer a realization. 

Hundreds who have felt an interest in 
the completion of this public work ex- 
pressed the hope that the termination of 
the suit would be favorable to the city, 
but nevertheless the victory was received 
yesterday with expressions of pleasure. 

The friends of the Washington street 
viaduct say that the’ difficulties in the 
way of securing that great improvement 
have een so numerous and have delayed 
the consummation of their hopes so long 
that they are now anxious to see the last 
obstacle cleared away so that the rail- 
road will be free to shift Waverly place 
as soon as it tlesires, and the city will be 
unhampered when it arrives at a financial 
condition that will admit the construction 
of the viaduct. 

Agreement of Railroads, 

As the contract between the city and 
the road was signed, the latter party 
etands obligated to pay at least $50,000 
of the cost of the viaduct, and should 
that part of the structure actually ovec 
the railroad tracks cost more than $50,- 
000, the railroad must pay whatever that 
cost is up to $80,000, 

The decision in the case has been ex- 
pected daily, as it was generally known 
that Judge Lumpkin had the matter un-

Out of the disappointment and de- 
pression of the earlier part of Decem- 
ber grew the demand for concerted, 
protective action which crystallized 
into the far-reaching organization of 
which Mr. Jordan is the president, 
and for the success of which no news. 
paper has contended more earnestly 
than The Constitution. 

It would have been natural to as- 
sume that in view of the fact that the 
success of the plans of the Southern 
Cotton Association ig synonymour 
with the prosperity of the entire 
south, all ancient differences of opin- 
ion or criticism growing out of dead 
issues would have been submerged, 
and that every southern influence 
would exert itself to the utmost for 
the common cause.

President Jordan’s Letter. 

Editor Constitution: I beg to thank you 
for your recent editorial in my defense 
with reference to certain criticisms re- 
gurding my advice on holding cotton last 
fall. I have also noted with much pleas- 
ure and gratification, indorsements.of my 
position.through the columns of your pa- 
per, within the past few days, articles by 
Mr. John D. Walker, of Sparta, Ga.; 
Hon. M. L. Johnson, president of the 
Georgia division, and Hon, J, A. Brown, 
of Chadbourne, N, C. 

On the 24th of September, 1904, the an- 
nual convention of the Southern Cotton 
Growers’ Protective Association wag held 
at St. Louis, with an attendance between 
| four and five hundred delegates from all 
the cotton growing states in the south. 
At that time I was reelected president of 
|that association without opposition. A 
resolution was introduced, calling upon 
the cotton growers of the south to refuse 
to sel] cotton when the price fell below 
10 cents per pound, and, as president of 
the association, I was instructed to use 
al} the means in my power to induce :the 
holding of cotton in the hands of the 
Planters, so that the resolution passed by 
the convention might be fully carried out 
and the price of cotton maintained at 
not less than 10 cents per pound at all 
interlor points. 

It is a well-established fact, that I have 
actively advocated’ thé slow movement of 
the cotton crop each season and the un- 
questioned demand of 1Q-eents per pound 
for our staple since the summer of 1900. 

It is also a fact which cannot be denied 
by persons familiar with the cotton busi- 
ness of the world, that the cotton grower 
of the south is entitled to and should re- 
)eeive not jess than 10 cents per pound for 
ithe product of his labor. 

It was my duty as president of the 
Cotton Growers’ Protective Association 
to carry out the policy of the association 
as formulated in its annual convention in 
Si. Louis last September. If I had acted 
otherwise, I would have been recreant in 
my duty to the associatlor® ang to the 
farmers of the south. The criticisms 
which have been directed at me along 
this line lately have come from people 
who are neither engaged In tHe production 
nor handling of the cotton crop in any 
way, shape or form. 

My action in advising the farmers to 
hold for !0 cents per pound last fal] was 
indorsed at the New Orleans convention 
on January 26 by more than three thou- 
sand delegates; composed of the leading 
farmers, merchants, bankers, cotton man- 
ufacturers and financiers of the south. 

My actions have never been publicly 
criticised by any body of farmers in any 
public meeting tin any county or state 
in the south during the past winter. The 
man who would advise the cotton pro- 
ducers of the south to dump their cotton 
upon the market and sel] it at the cost 
of production is the man who hag some 
selfish end in view or who is prepared to 
| parade his ignorance before the public. 

If the farmers of the south had been 
| advised last fall to rush their cotton upon 
the market and sel] it as rapidly as it 
was ginned, the very weight of the staple 
would have broken the market by the 
last of October, and we would have setn 
6-cent cotton before the government bu- 
reau issued its report on December 3. 
As it was, we sold 8,000,000 bales of the 
crop for one hundred millions of dollars 
more than the entire bumper crop of 
1898 sold for, and had at least four mil- 
lion bales left in the hands of the people. 

As a matter of fact, I did not advise the 
farmers to hold their cotton at a price 
beyond 10 cents per pound. Ten cents 
was the minimum price fixed by the St. 
Louis convention, and my advice wag to 
sell no cotton after the market depre. 
ciated below that figure. I shall continue 
to insis¢ that the buyers of our cotton 
should be forced to pay to the growers 
10 cents per pound for the staple, know- 
ing as I do that at that price the milis 
of the world can spin i¢ into cloth and 
declare a good dividend for their stock- 
holders. 

While I have no time to devote to re- 
plying to criticisms of those people with 
reference to my official acts in advocating 
a fair and legitimate price for our great 
staple product, I felt that, in justice to 
the recent references to my position 
along this line by articles recently pub- 
lished in your paper, that I should thus 
frankly and openly state the reasons 
which actuated me in the positjon which 
I took last fall with reference to the 
Baie of cotton. 

If my advice had been strictly adhered 
to, there can be no question but that 
every bale of cotton needed for consump- 
tion by the mills of the world in 1905 
would have sold for 10 cents per pound, 
as was emphasized by the fact that up 
to and including the report of the gov- 
ernment bureau, December 3, the spin- 
ners throughout the world were freely 
offering 10 cents per pound for the staple 
for consumption. . 

That my position was correct has been 
further emphasized by the fact that never 
in the history of the south have the people 
held cotton so firmly in the face of a de- 
clining market, as has been the case this 
winter. 

My position has been further em- 
phasized by the fact that the cotton 
growers throughout the south are organ- 
izing as never before in the history of 
this country, combining to reduce the cot- 
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was subscrijed by citizens and students. 
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ton acreage and use of commercial 
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by the fact that 95 per cent of the bank- 
ers of the south have advanced money to 
the farmers in order that they might 
hold their cotton, restrict the movement 
and thereby force the price back to 
what they regard as its legitimate value 
of 10 cents per pound. I, therefore, have 
every assurance from the cotton grow- 
ers and the business men throughout the 
south that the position which I took last 
fai] was not only correct, but based upon 
@ practical business proposition which 
they could and have cordially supported.

INCREASED POWER ASKED 
IN DEALING WITH ROADS 


Railroad Commission Makes Annual Report and_ 
Asks Passage of Important Laws to Enable 
It to Better Regulate the Railroads 
of Georgia. 


HE annua] report of the Georgia 
aq railroad commission came from the 

printer and was made public yes- 
terday. 

The commission makes in this report a 
number of important and _ interesting 
recommendations, with germ to rail- 
road regulation in the stater and sug- 
gests the enactment of certain new laws 
which will widen the commission's powers 
in dealing with the railroad situation. 

The commission wants better passenger 
service given, particularly to local sta- 
tions which are often neglected by the 
trains carrying sleepers, because they are 
frequently behind time. This annoyance, 
they say, should not be inflicted upon the 
Patrons of the railroads solely for the 
accommodation of a few through pas- 
sengers. The commission asks power to 
enable it to enforce a better passenger 
service. 

The passage of a law is also asked 
to enable the commission to require rail- 
roads to promptly receive and transport 
goods offered for shipment, and a law is 
also wanted to enable the commission to 
require the construction of sidetracks 
where it is deemed that the interests of 
a cOmmunity warrant it. 

Another law is asked so as to permit 
the commission to bring suit against rail 
roads for penalty for refusal to Obey its 
orders in the county where the offense 
was committed instead of in the home 
county of the railroad company. The 
power to mandamus raliroad companies 
to compel them to comply with orders of 
tiie railroad commission is also asked. 

It is probable Governor Terrell will 
embody some of the commission’s recom- 
mendations in his annual report to the 
legislature. 


Move for Lower Freight Rates. 


The report first takes up the matter of 
the famous circulars, 30! and 302, passed 
by the commission, which were subse- 
quently revoked when the railroads with- 
drew their injunction suits brought to 
prevent their enforcement and promised 
to make a revision of the freight rates 
within the state s0 as to make it as 
nearly as possible satisfactory to the com- 
mission. 

The report then goes on to state: 

“As a result of this course on the part 
of the commission, there have been al 
ready large reductions made in interstate 
rates by the various roads entering the 
State, with the promise of further reduc- 
tions made in intrastate rates by the 
various roads entering the state. 
By reason of the reductions already 
made the people of the. state 
be saved thousands of dollars 
nually in freight rates.

Extra Passenger Trains. 
The commission wants better passenger 
service given the people of the state. On 
this subject it says:

These delays in 
time of departure are very frequently 
more than one hour and in many cases 
from tWo to four hours. The inconven- 
lence to the people at the local stations, 
as the result of these delays, is very 
great. Business men, ladies with chil- 
dren, sometimes physicians called to treat 
serious cases at other staffons must wait 
at these way stations for hours, losing 
valuable time, and, if the weather be 
inclement, even endangering health be- 
cause the traing do not arrive approx- 
imately on schédule time. 

“On the main Hnes in Georgia over 
which through sleeping cars run, there 
are upward of 450 stations. On some of 
these lines there are two or three trains 
per day, carrying sleeping cars, 
‘the long delays caused by waiting at 
(initial points for the through cars are 
multiplied in that proportion, and al- 
‘though the through trains do not gtop at 
‘all of these stations, the number of local 
/parons thus inconvenienced, it will read- 
‘ily be observed, amounts to possibly 
thousands per day. And the number is 
much increased when we add those at 
‘stations on the branch roads and other 
‘connections whose trains are held, await- 
‘Ing the arrival of those on the main 
| lines. 

“It is not to the interest of this state 
that so much of its business energy 
should be thus suspended daily, that such 
inconvenience and annoyance should be 
| thus inflicted upon ‘the Georgia patrons of 
the railroads solely for the accommoda- 
tion of a few through passengers, hence 
we recommend that the railroad com- 
panies whose trains are thus heid out of 
their advertised schedules be requlred, 
by the general assembly, to run passen- 
ger trains for the benefit of their local 
patrons on those days when the demands 
of their through service cause such de- 
lays of the character above referred to 
as may be deemed against the interest 
of the local patrons; and we recommend 
that the railroad commission be clothed 
Ms ey power for enforcing this proposed 
aw.”’

‘In our opinion, the commission ough’ 
to have conferred upon it the authority 
to require railroad companies to con- 
struct ang maintain sidetracxs wherever 
the public convenience demands them, 
and where the volume of business war- 
rants their construction. 

“The general assembly has heretofore 
seen proper to empower the commission 
to require the location and erection of 
freight and passenger. depot buildings. 
Sidetracks, being quite as necessary, and, 
indeed, as much a part of the indispen- 
able facilities required for the proper 
randling of traffic as depot buildings 
themselves, ought, as we believe, to be 
likewise comprehended by the law so as 
to enable the board to require tne :uaas, 
whenever necessary, to afford adequate 
sidetrack facilities: If it is desirable 
that the commission be clothed with the 
power to require the erection of a depot, 
it is equally desirable and reasonabie 
that such an important concomitant as 
sidetracks be made subject to the same 
regulations, and we so. recommend, 

“Practically the same reasoning ap- 
plies to the provision of such physicai 
connection between fntersecting and con- 
necting lines of railway as will render

We are aware of no good 
reason ‘to the contrary, and are con- 
vinced that the change suggested would 
not only aid largely in the attainment 
of justice, but would also render more 
economical ang convenient its adminis- 
tration.” 

Along this same line ‘tthe commission 
wants the power to mandamus railroads 
to comply with its rulings. It says: 

“At this time, the only means given 
the commission by law to compel obedi- 
ence to its rules and regulations is 
sue in ‘tthe courts for the recovery

It would enable 
the commission to give immediate relie 
to the public, and at the same time 
would reserve to the carrier companics 
all of the jegal rights that they now en- 
joy. Hence, we earnestly recommend

SUICIDE IS JURY’S VERDICT. 


John L. Dorsey Left a Letter Saying 
His Wife Loved 
Another, 


The verdict of the coroner’s jury which 
held an inquest over the body of John

death from a bullet through the heart in- 
flicted by a revolver held in his own 
hand. 

That it was a suicide was clearly shown. 
In the pocket of the coat worn by the 
man at the time of the suicide was found 
a letter stating his reason for commit- 
ting suicide. He said bis wife loved an- 
other, and that life was not worth the 
living. The letter was written on a 
large piece of paper, about the size of 
legal cap, and the handwriting was in- 
distinct. 

Funeral services will be conducted at 3 
o'clock this afternoon at the chape] of 
Barclay & Brandon, and the interment 
will be in Hollywood. Rev. A. R. Hold.
